Their  second  son  was  John  Clayton — (See  Clayton  record  as  per  the 
Charlesmagne  data).  Charlemagne,  Emperor  of  the  west  and  king  of  the 
Franks;  had  by  his  third  wife,  Hilegarde,  daughter  of  Childcbrand, 

Duke  of  Swabia - Pipin,  King  of  Lonibardey,  who  married  Lady  Bertha, 

daughter  of  William,  Count  of  Thoulouse,  who  had  Bernard,  King  of 
Lombardy,  who  had  by  his  wife.  Lady  Cunegonde-Pepin,  Count  of  Perrone 
and  Vermandois,  who  was  the  father  of  Pepin  de  Sonlis,  count  of  Beren- 
garius,  of  Baveax  and  Valois,  who  was  the  father  of  Lady  Poppa  who 
married  Rollo  the  Dane,  first  Duke  of  Normandy,  son  of  Regnwald  the 
mighty,  Jarl  of  More  in  Norway  and  of  the  Isles  of  Orkney  and  Shetland, 
who  had  William  (Long  ue-eppe)  second  Duke  of  Normandy,  had  Richard  the 
First  (Sarspuer)  third  Duke  of  Normandy,  who  had  Richard  the  Second 
(leBon)  fourth  Duke  of  Normandy,  who  had  Richard  the  Third,  fifth  Duke 
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of  Normandy,  who  had  Lady  Alice  (half  sister  of  Queen  Maud  of 
England)  and  married  Ranulfe,  Ciscount  of  Bayeax,  and  had  Ranulf 
de  Brisqueart  de  Rose  hines,  Viscount  of  Qayeays,  created  in  1119 , 

Earl  of  Palat  ine  of  Chester.  He  married  Lady  Maud,  sister  of  Hugh 
(lupis)  Earl  of  Chester,  and  daughter  of  Rubard,  Viscount  de  Auver- 
aiiches,  Earl  of  Chester,  and  his  wife ,  Lady  Margaret,  half-sister  of 
King  William  the  conqueror,  and  had  Ranulf  de  Me s chine  s  de  Gernon, 
firth  Earl  of  Chester,  died  in  1153.  He  married  Lady  Maud,  daughter 
of  Robert  the  Cousul  Earl  of  C-louchester  and  Mellent,  and  had  High 
de  Hy/elioc,  Earl  Palatine  of  Chester,  who  died  in  1181,  and  had 
Amice,  Ydio  was  also  a  great-great-daughter  of  Henry  the  first  of 
England,  and  a  descendant  of  Alfred  the  Great  and  the  early  Saxon 
Kings.  Lady  Amice  married  Sir  Ralph  Mainwaring,  and  had  Rober  Man- 
waring,  who  had  William  Mar  inwar  ing,  who  had  the  Barony  of  Peover 
given  him  by  his  father,  who  had  William  Mainwaring,  who  had  Roger 
Mainwaring,  who  married  Christian  de  Berthas,  who  had  William  Main¬ 
waring,  who  married  in  1325,  Mary,  daughter  of  Henry  Bavenport,  who 
had  'William  Mainwaring,  who  married  (2)  in  Ua05,  Elizabeth  daughter 
of  Nichols  Leyester,  v/ho  had  Mary  Mhinwaring,  who  married,  in  lUtO, 
John  de  Clayton,  born  in  11JL9,  and  had  Thomas  de  Clayton,  who  had 
Robert  de  Clayton,  who  married  Jane  Farrington,  and  had  four  sons 
and  three  daughters,  their  second  son  was  John  Clayton,  born  in  Ilj99, 
who  went  to  Yorkshire,  and  founded  Clayton  Hall,  in  the  Parish  ofHigh 
Rowland.  He  was  living  in  1580,  and  had  two  sons.  His  son  Thomas 
Clayton  married  Anguis,  daughter  of  John  Thornhill  of  Fixby,  County 
York,  and  died  about  1585. 

They  had  two  sons.  Their  son  William  Clayton  of  Okonshaw,  County  of 
Work  and  of  the  Middle  Temple.  London,  England,  wa  a  Barrister-at-larw. 
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lie  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Jasper  Cholmondeley  of  Mast 
Riding,  and  died  in  1627.  They  had  8  sons  and  3  daughters. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Clayton,  to  whom  the  estates  of  Clayton  Hall 
ascended  had  William  Clayton  of  Chichester,  who  with  his  wife. 
Prudence  and  family  went  to  New  Jersey,  on  the  ship  "Kent1*  in 
1677.  He  went  wit h  several  commissioners  from  London  who  ’were 
sent  out  by  the  Propietors  to  New  Jersey  to  purchase  land  from 
the  Indians.  William  Clayton  had  a  patent  from  the  British  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  land,  and  he  settled  first  at  Burlington,  New  Jersey. 
Later  he  moved  to  Pennsylvania,  near  Chester  and  was  the  most 
prominent  member  of  the  Chichester  Meeting-  the  meeting  house  of 
which  was  built  on  land  given  for  the  purpose  by  James  Brown. 
William  Clayton  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Council,  and  he 
presided  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  he  presided  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  under  the  government  of  William 
Penn.  He  and  the  Famous  Lhniel  Francis  Pastorius  were  the  first 
two  judges  of  Philadelphia.  His  daughter  Honour  Clayton,  married 
James  Brown  of  Chichester  Meeting,  Pa.  and  he  had  Jereiah  Brown 
who  married  Mary  Royal  of  Scotland,  and  had  Patience  Brown,  born 
2^  May,  1712,  and  married  in  1735  as  his  second  wife,  Joshua  Hadley 
the  son  of  Simon  and  Ruth(keran)  Hadley.

From  the  public  record  office,  Four’-Cpurts,  Dublin,  Ireland,  we 
learn  of  Simon  Hadley,  who  lived  in  Kings  County  Ireland.  He  was 
born  around  the  year,  I6I4.O,  and  he  seems  to  have  been  the  first  of 
the  family  to  have  joined  the  Society  of  Friends,  He  married  (1) 
Catherine  Talbot.  She  died  on  April  26,  1710,  and  she  was  buried 
four  days  later.  All  of  Simon  Hadley’s  children  were  by  this  wife. 
Soon  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Simon  Hadley  married  (2) 


Elisabeth _ He  was  disowned  by  the  Society  of  Friends 

for  marrying  out  of  meeting  at  this  second  marriage,  when  he  was 
seventy  years  of  age.  Simon  Hadley  died  on  June  6,  1711.  He  owned  an 
iron  smithy  in  Kings  County,  Ireland,  and  he  was  also  interested  in 
some  fishery  property  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  Simon  and  Catherine  (talbot)

SIMON  HADLEY,  THE  IMMIGRANT 


Simon  Hadley,  the  son  of  Simon  and  Catherine  (Talbot)  Hadley,  was  born 
around  the  year  of  1675.  He  came  to  America,  with  his  wife  and  six 
children,  in  1712,  from.  County  West  Heath,  (Moate  Mbnthly  Meeting  of 
the  Society  of  Friends),  Ireland,  near  Kings  County  boundary  line 
where  is  English  Ancestors  had  settled. 
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Simon  Hadley  Purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Pennsylvania  in  what 
was  then  the  Maonor  of  Steybing.  Later  New  Garden  Township,  Chester  County, 
Pa.  Many  of  his  friends  and  neighbors  in  Ireland  also  settled  on  land 
near  by.  Simon  Hadleys1  land  was  extensive.  Some  of  it  extended  dorm 
into  New  Castle  County,  afterwards  a  part  of  the  state  of  Delaware. 

His  first  house  was  probably  only  a  temporary  home  as  in  fact  most  of 
the  first  houses  were .  He  erected  in  1717  j  the  house  that  has  stood  for 
more  than  two  hundred  years.  It  is  a  three  story  stone  structure,  with 
a  gabled  roof.  There  are  pointed  windows  under  the  babies  *  and  a  long 
porch.  Underneath  the  pointed  windows  in  the  front,  a  white  stone  is 
sunk  in  the  wall ,  and  it  is  carved  ”s.£r.  h."  1717.  This  means  Simon 
and  Ruth  Hadley,  and  the  year  the  house  was  built.  Frame  structures  have 
been  added  to  the  house,  on  the  rear  and  on  the  west  side,  by  a  recent 
owner.  In  old  stone  barn  stands  a  short  distance  f rom  the  house. 

Simon  Hadley  married  (l)  Ruth  Keran.  She  died  on  Eec.  13,  1751  and  'was 
buried  in  the  burial  grounds  of  the  Friends.  This  Cemetery  joins  the 
old  Meeting  House  and  they  are  only  about  one  mile  from  Simon  Hadley’s 
old  farm.  Simon  Hadley  is  buried  next  to  his  wife,  but,  sad  to  relate, 
their  graves  were  never  marked.  Simon  Hadley  married  (2)  Phoebe  Brugg,  t 
the  widow  of  Richard  Buffington  and  the  daughter  of  John  and  Frances 
Grubb,  in  July  22,  1752,  at  the  New  Garden,  Chester  Co.  Pa.  Friends 
Meeting  House.  He  did  not  have  any  issue  by  her.  She  was  a  Quaker  preacher 
and  Simon  made  a  settlement  upon  her  at  the  time  of  her  mrriage.  7/hen 
the  Delaware  state  line  was  established,  it  passed  through  Simon  Hadley’s 
farm  and  placed  his  house  as  well  as  his  legal  residence  in  Mill  Creek, 

New  Castle  Copnty,  Del., 


Simon  Hadley  seems  to  have  been  wealthy,  and 
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as  his  sons  grown  to  manhood,  ho  assisted  them  in  securing  land 
of  their  own.  In  1726,  Joseph  Hadley  owned  a  farm  near  his  father's 
farm,  and  that  same  year  Simon  Hadley  made  over  to  his  son  Joshua 
Hadley,  another  farm. 

Simon  Hadley  died  suddenly  in  1756  and  tradition  says  that  when  he 
wa  a  very  old  man  he  was  killed  in  his  barn  by  a  servant  who  planned 
to  rob  him  of  the  money  he  is  said  to  have  carried  about  with  him. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  British  Army  camped  on  Simon  Hadley's 
farm  on  the  eve  of  the  Battle  of  the  Brandywine,  Chester  County,  Pa. 
Revolutionary  War. 

It  is  said  that  in  settling  the  new  country,  the  Hadleys  seemed  to 
have  been  good  judges  of  land,  which  was  purchased  in  the  rich  bottoms 
and  always  where  springs  abounded.  They  were  surrounded  by  forest  and 
unsettled  conditions,  but  they  formed  communities  with  other  friends, 
and  soon  created  meeting  houses  and  school  houses.  The  Hadley  family 
seems  to  have  a  high  sense  of  honor  for  an  old  saying  became  currint 
in  certain  sections  in  which  they  lived,  that  the  name  of  "Hadley" 
was  v/orth  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  its  owner.  If  a  fence  was 
discovered  to  have  one  rail  more  than  the  necessary,  it  meant  that 
this  fence  enclosed  Hadley  land.

Joshua  Hadley,  the  son  of  Simon  and  Ruth  (keran)  Hadley,  was  born 
in  Ireland,  on  March  6,  1703,  and  he  died  during  the  fall  of  1760, 
in  North  Carolina.  He  married  (1)  Mary  Rowland,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Mary  (Mason)  Rowland  on  July  2,  1725  at  the  New  Garden, 
Chester  Co.,  Pa.  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Friends.  Joshua  Hadley  (2) 
Patience  Brown,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  and  Mary  (Royal)  Brown,  of 
Nottingham,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  and  England  during  the  year  1735*  She 
was  born  on  May  25,  1712,  and  she  died  May  23,  1783.  Joshaa  Hadlee's 
second  marriage  was  performed  by  a  priest,  which,  of  course  was  contrary 
to  the  principles  of  the  Friends,  and  they  were  accordingly  disowned 
by  the  Society.  His  wife  .'.Patience ,  regained  her  membership  by  making 
acknowledgement  to  Society,  and  received  a  certificate  to  the  New 
Garden,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  Monthly  Meeting,  where  she  produced  it  on 
May  39,  1737.  Patience  Brown's  father  Was  the  son  of  James  and  Honour 
(Clayton)  Brown.  His  mother  was  the  daughter  of  William  Clayton  of 
Chichester,  New  York,  who  with  his  family  came  to  New  Jersey,  from 
Chichester,  in  Sussox,  England,  in  1677*  William  Clayton  was  a  member 
of  the  Governor's  Council  both  before  and  after  the  arrival  of  William 
Penn  in  1682.  As  a  Justice  of  the  Courts,  he  presided  at  the  first 
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session  under  the  government  of  William  Penn. 

Many  of  Joshua  Hadley’s  children  left  the  society  of  Friends  by 
participation  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Joshua  Hadley  moved  to  Virginia  to  Pennsylvania,  and  from  thence 
to  Worth  Carolina,  Many  of  his  descendents  settled  in  Indiana. 

Joshua  and  Patience  Brown  Hadley  lived  in  Orange  and  Chatham  Counties, 
North  Carolina  and  ounded  the  town  of  Hadley  in  the  latter  county.
